town, Va. 
This "ship-load of hnman 


chattels was delivered

agents. 
Eight hundred intelligent Mo- 


hammedan, Tight-skinned Africans were 
distributed among the planters of East- 
ern Virginia. Fierce as untamed tigers, 
these wild followers of the prophet of 
Mecca gave the slave-owners more 
trouble than any other eight hundred 
bondsmen south of Mason and Dixon's 
line. 
Many of them escaped North, and 


their descendants live in FayeUe County, 
this State. 
Among them are the Blues, 


Jacksons, Muneys, Palmeis, Manaways, 
and others whoso thin lips, high fore- 
heads, aquiline noses, intellectual ca- 
pacity, and splendid physique stamp 
them at once aa superior in every re- 
spect to the full-blooded negro. A Phil- 
adelphia Times correspondent has found 
among those people the old home of the 
great false prophet of Soudan. 
His 


story is this: Among the escaped Mo- 
hammedans were George Johnson and 
wife. 
(lOorgw's real name was Hevash- 


el-Az\vah. 
He was a Sheik and priest 


of the order of i Ip.nii. 
For several years 


ho lived in th« mountains near Connclis-1 
ville, but, fearing recapture, went to' 
Canada. 
In I.S.~>u he returned to Penn- 


sylvania and settled at Uniontown. In 
1851 he removed to Brownsville, and 
subsequently to Pittsburgh, where he 
died in 1877, at a very advanced age. 
In IKiiO, while at C'onnellsville, his son 
Thomas wa-i born. 


At the age of ten Thomas had learned 


the Koran from his father, and could 
repeat hundreds of pages. 
A'o turreted 


mosque reared its minsive wall*; no 
bearded imie/xin called the ex-slave and 
his family to worship; bat Beyash-el- 
A7.wa.ti never forgot "There is but one 
(Sod, and Mohammed is his prophet," 
and in a land of ('hristiiui strangers se- 
cretly adhered to the faith of his fathers. 
In 1H49 Thomas Johnson drifted to Cal- 
ifornia, to return to t.'niontown two 
years later. 
In 18;"-:! he went to Paris 


and joined the French army. 
He was 


sent to Algiers. At the close, of his term 
of service he joined a caravan, and 
crossed the great Desert of Sahara 
southward into Soudan. 
for several 


years he lived among the natives of that 
almost inaccessible region. 
With his 


almost perfect mastery of the Koran, 
and his superb knowledge of the arts of 
civilization, especially of war, he forged 
to the front iis a leader. In 18GL', when 
he heard of the war of the rebel- 
lion, and was iired with an ambition to 
help free the slaves of tho South, he 
wrote a long letter to President Lincoln, 
offering to recruit a thousand Arab 
zouaves for the Union army, if the 
United States fiovernmnnt would fur- 
nish transportation. The letter got into 
the newspapers, and was published as a 
great joke. 
If c returned just as the war 


closed. Yet no more enthusias'ic lover 
of the Union cause stood upon Pennsyl- 
vania avenue in tho city of Washington 
on the day of the last grand parade of 
tho Federal armies than tho tall, rod- 
ca»oed Sheik Johnson, fresh from the 
wilds of Africa. 


After calling on the Turkish Minister 


he 
visited Connellsville, Uniontown, 


Brownsville, then Pittsburgh, to see his 
father. 
In August he went to Ezypt. 


There, as is the duty of nil Mohamme- 
dans, he made a pilgrimage to the tomb 
of tho prophet, at "the saered city of 
Mecca. 
Keturmng 
to Soudan ho 


acquired a greater influence than ever 
iver the aemi-eivili/.ed inhabitants of 
that extensive country, and claimed 
prophetic powers. 
A"s time rolled on 


his wealth and power increased, and 
when the English invaded Egypt ho pro- 
claimed himself Kl Mehdi, or the last 
prophet Allah shall send to conquer tho 
enemies of Isham and rule, the supreme 
over the world. 
While Arabi Pasha 


was suffering defeat, rumor had it that 
;ho false prophet was achieving extraor- 
dinary victories and slaying thousands 
jf his foes. 
To such a person all Mo- 


:iammedans will kneel. 
According to 


Mohammedan belief El Mehdi is to ec?me 
with great signs and wonders just be- 
fore the judgment day. 
He will appear 


)n a milk-white charger, accompanied 
jy an innumerable army of bearded 
Mussulmans, all mounted on snow-white 
stallions. 
He, must be :i visible ruler 


with power and victory on his side. 
If 


ie manages to spread the report that he 
s killing Jews, Christians and pagans 
jy thousands he may bn accepted mast 
willingly by the Moslems. 
The defeat 


of Arabi, who claimed to tight for the 
cause of Islam, may cause "all Moham- 
nedans to turn to Johnson astheir com- 
ing prophet. 
It may be added that one 


of the false prophet's hundred wives is a 
native of Fayette County, an octoroon 
from Uniontown. 
She accompanied 


him to Mecca and to Africa in ISO's, and 
is said to be the mistress of his harem. 
She, too, is a direct descendant of the 
Arabs of the slave-ship of Yorklown. 
She still writes to her relatives in Penn- 
sylvania.

Those were all in a building in the 
rear of and detached from the hotel, 
which waa not injured.

was suffocated to death, one burned, i 
and two others have broken limbs.

Great excitement prevailed among j 
the guests and other occupants of I 
the hotel.

Nearly 300 people, filled with hor , 


rible recollections of the Milwaukee 
holocost, were dashing hither and 
thither through the main corridors 
and down several stairways into the 
office and street. The hotel employes 
acted with good sense and prompt 
ness, rapping long and loud on every 
door, and fire minutes later rnakiug a 
second trip to insure that everybody 
was up nnd advised of tho danger. 
Very few waited to dross, us tho 
smoke from tho rear building, where 
the fire was, had already invaded tho 
corridors and was making its way 
slowly into tho rooms, stopping only 
to grab every article of clothing, men, 
women and children fled in dismay, 
and would not halt even in the com 
modious main oflice, whore there was 
light, comfort and little smoke. 
As 


tho engines, the first of which arrived 
within 50 seconds of the sounding of 
the alarm, dashed up to tho hotel, 
a stream of fugitives began to pour 
from its door. There wero men dad 
in nought but their underclothes, 
women with but night dresses and 
possibly a shawl orcload about thoir 
shoulders, and little children hastily 
bundled in blankets or other wrap- 
per. 
Few wore shoos, and n great 


many were in their bare feet. 
The 


lights of the Republican and Globe- 
Democrat offices and of the gambling 
houses, all of which were within tho 
distance of a block, led the half- 
crazed people to a temporary refuge 
of warmth. Thence carriages short- 
ly removed them to other hotels. 
Some of the scenes wero quite thrill- 
ing, their effect being intensified by 
by the rattle, clang and shriek of the 
engines and the shouts of the firo 
men. Soon tho main body of the 
hotel was cleared of guests, aod tlie 
building was in possession of tH»"fire- 
men, who, within '20 minutes had 13 
engines at work. 
Meantime tho 


events in the rear of the building 
were of a more ugly character. 


Tho hotel, which is d stories in 


height, fronts on the west side of 4th 
street, from Chestnut to Pine, while 
a wing runs back on both Chestnut 
and Pine streets to the depth of half 
a block. Thus the mam building 
forms three sides of a rectangle; the 
fourth side is formed by a t story 
building K) yours old, midway of 
which, on the ground floor, is th-i 
boiler room above referred to, ui,d 
the kitchen on tho floor above, i f. 
The two upper floors wer<< occupied 
by help of the house, some pevenh 
five in number. Alongside of the 
boiler room a narrow stairway rises 
and winds to the roof. 
Tho fire, 


which started very close to the stair 
way, 
was carried up to the roof by 


tho draft in the stairway, and thus 
not only cut off the escape by that 
means, but also formed a barrier 
which prevented the men sleeping in 
the south part of the building from 
reaching another stairway at, thp 
north end; hence these unfortunates, 
almost smothered by smoke, were 
compelled to climb out of their rooms 
on to a frame structure which abut 
ted over the alley, and thence either 
to lower themselves by means of 
a 
pulley 
rigged 
there 
for 


hoisting supplies. 
One poor fellow 


was seen to start down the stairway 
before the fire reached the third floor 
and an hour later his crisped corpse 
was found in thp kitchen near the 
foot of the stairs. Another employe, 
although answering to the call, seems 
to have been too much stupefied by 
smoke to get up, for two hours after- 
ward his dead body was found on 
the smoking mattress of his bed.— 
The female help all escaped by the 
stairway nt the north end, save one, 
who broke her ankle in jumping to 
the roof of a shed. 
The firemen 


made a groat fight, and tho nozzles 
were carried through walls of smoke, 
right where the flames wero raging, 
notwithstanding the inflammable na- 
ture of the building, they succeeded 
in preventing the fire from extending 
beyond a distanco of 20 feet, but in 
that space it burned clear through to 
the roof, destroying about ten rooms. 
The balance of the rear building was 
made uninhabitable by water, bnt the 
hotel proper did not suffer to the 
extent of a dollar. 
The fire, how- 


ever, extended across the alley to the 
furniture and ware rooms, -where the 
firemen had another fierce but short 
fight. 


The damage to the hotel property 


is about $10,000, and to the auction 
firm about S20.000. all covered by 
insurance. 


This evening the workmen engag 


ed in cleaning away the debris found 
the charred body of a man amid the 
broken timbers at the foot of a stair- 
way on the basement floor. It proved 
to be Henry Blaney, over 60 years 
old, who, as a boy, served as chair 
boy in the hotel. The other two 
dead men are Carlo Rebole. a scull- 
ion, and Dennis Kepoate, tbe carver. 
The new kitchen will be in working 
order Tuesday morning.

quarter of a century the best known 
hotel in tbe west, and its fame waa 
extended by Charles Dickens' Amer- 
ican Notes.

The Electric Light. 


The first introduction of electric light 


in Decatur was made cm last Saturday 
night at Dennis Sullivan's piaco in Com- 
mercial Block, on East Eldorado street, 
by Orendorf & Doyle, grocers. One of 
the generators of the Fuller patent was 
used to furnish light for ouo lamp, or jet, 
and the machine was operated by the 
Chicago agent. A three-horse power en- 
gine was manipulated by Fred Litterer. 
It furnished steam pressure of 130 pounds, 
causing the generator to furnish light 
sufficient to illuminate the room as bright 
as day with the one lamp, besides throw- 
ing a flood of light through tho plate- 
glass front into the street, which could bo 
seen at a distance of six blocks. There 
was a great crowd of people at Sullivan's 
all evening to view the novel illumination. 
The machine cost $000 and single lamps 
SCO. The light was not as regular as it 
would have been, had tho operator used 
an engine of greater horse power. An- 
other test will be made. Mr. Dovlo says 
it is the intention to make tho electric 
light in Commercial Block a permanent 
thing.

electing Templeman.
